Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 6,9-1 1,13,22,28-59,65-67,71,73-89 (renumbered as 1-59) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This application is for a data storage device. 

• Claim 6,37,50,75, and 76 specifies a data storage device which requires: 

"...the base plate having a thickness that is about three times or more the thickness of 
the load beam " 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 6,37,50,75, and 76 are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record. 

• Claims 22,59, and 67, specifies a tape head read/write module having a composite air 
bearing surface which requires: 

. .a fine positioner including a pair of piezoelectric motors so that the pair of flex 
sections are between the pair of piezoelectric motors . " 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 22,59, and 67 are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record.
